The Intermediates of 
course have supplied the odd recruit 
for the senior ranks from tim» to 
time: but outside of that they placed 
hockey and that was all. With the 
formation of an intercollejlatc Inter- 
mediate aeries this year they were 
placed on a recognized footing and 
after a string of hard-fought closely- 
contested ba.ttlce in which their op- 
ponents were always the faster skat- 
ers dogged perseverance and fighting 
spirit prevailed and to-day tho McGlil

They had stiff opposition from the

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APATHY TOWARD PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 



It has been often charged, and often not unjustly, the students 
I nothing or practically nothing of the affairs of the world 
fabout them, whose problems in a few years they will be expected to 
ligently face. 

True it is that just because. they are university undergraduates, 
they a*e often expected to know a loft more than is possible for any 
average, normal human being to know and remember . They can- 
not hope to be walking encyclopedias. But of many events of 
ordinary evcyday public life students too often show themselves 
absolutely ignorant. All kinds of opportunities are theirs to keep in 
(touch with the trend of the world's events. News items and articles 
are ready to hand, some of the most important and influential public 
men come to address them. These advantages should not be passed 
by. Without any great sacrifice the average student can keep him- 
self posted. on the great political and social questions which are 
iroubling his country and ( the world, and attempt to form intelligent 
opinions on them. If he doesn't, he who should be leader of the 
people in a few years, will find that he is not fitted for leadership. 

Many have been the causes ascribed to the woes of Canada. 
These woes probably are not as bad as a lojt would have us believe, 
but there is undoubtedly one serious failing which requires con- 
sideration, and that is the apathetic attitude of the majority of 
Canadians to the affairs of government. Mr. Page told us (that we 
didn't know the true state of affairs in Australia . How much do we 
actually know about Canada and Canadian public affairs? Of 
course we spend a great deal of time condemning whatever govern- 
ment happens to bv in power. at Ottawa, and no doubt the govern 
mcnt may deserve it, but we are not doing our country much good 
by ijt . In a way it comes down to the old, old question of con 
structive and destructive criticism. 

If now we would try to learn something about the problems 
and questions of outstanding importance in (the world to day, and 
think somewhat seriously about them; then, in a year or so when we 
go forth as citizens, try to face them in an intelligent and interest 
ed 'manner, we arc going to do much to bring about an improved 
cond'lion in public affairs.,

«lta.tac.1e of the sons of the laird, 
ihe minister. and the ploughman, 
seated on the same bench, taught 
the same lessons, and disciplined 
with ihi same strip of leather. 
Beginnings 
«.!.- in 1411 that JJ'shop Ward- 
law or .St. Andrews sought from He- 
II-, Hot III. a bull of foundation for 
:• Stadium , Générale, so that those 
"desirous of being instructed in the- 
ology, in canon and civil law, niedl-

Andrews. being elected in !S05, 
ivhllc Historians can point that the 
iiiecessor nf Smith at Glasgow was 
none other than- Thomas Bab'nglon 
Macnulay and the successor of Mill 
,:t St. Andrews was .James Anthony 
froude.

Law and Birkenhead have been Lord 
Hectors as well as -M . Raymond I'dlu- 
eare. Lloyd George and Stanley Bald- 
win have been the two most recent 
Rectors of Edinburgh. Winston 
Churchill was elected at Aberdeen In 
1914. 

Andrew Carnegie held the Keciur- 
ship at SI.

Military awl naval leaders also are 
found on the lists. Lord Kitchener of 
Khartoum when he went down with 
the lltiui'psliiio was the Lord Hector 
of Edinburgh. II| H successor was 
Earl lleatty. Sir Douglas llnig held 
the office at St . Andrews' for 'he 
term previous to Barrio'.».. 

Thomas Cnrlylo, tb- "King of rill 
Hectors" whose 1 tectorial Addresa to 
he students of Edinburgh is known 
to all freshmen who do their u-sslgned 
readings in J-higi.'di Two, hud been el- 
ected in LSCii. 'I'll- bis two Hectors 
of St. Andrews have made their 
terms of office fa nimiti because of 
their Adilress. Sir .l.-nnoa Marrie de- 
livered his wonderful address on 
"Courage" In May, iOTl while his suc- 
•OKsnr in offtco Hudyard Kipling took 
for his theme, "Independence." 

To-day there is' a marked feolihg 
of Hotlihtrity among the Scottish lîti- 
ivcrsitcs of St. Andrew (ilasgow 
Aberdeen ami Ediiiburgb. .Modifica- 
tion In their .constitution and organ- 
ization has been effected by the Scot- 
tish Universities Act of l S.IS and the 
Universities (.Scotland) Act, IS8». 

The Genernl Councils of the four 
form one pai'liincntiiry const! 
tiiency and cleet liireo iucinber H of 
pariiament. 

Tho Scottish Students' Tnter- 
Unlversity Conference is held 
annually, meeting in rotation nl the 
universities, at wJil'ch the students 



sends four delegates one of whom 
must bo a women student: while 
each university Union and Students' j 
Magazine is represented. This year's I 
conference Is the thirty-second. 

For five centuries, says the Hand- 
book of _ the university of Glasgow, 
that university, like the others of 
Scotland, has stood r 0 r certain 
distinctive ideas. On e or those was 
the essential unity of education from 
the first rudiments of the element- 
ary schools to the most advanced 
university learning. 

Another principle was equality cf 
opportunity for the son of the crofter 
as for the son o£ the mcrchain prince. 
"By establishing half-yearly sessions, 
by charging low fees, by permitting 
I he student to reside where they 
pleased, and to live if they pleased on 
a little oatmeal, this ideal was very 
largely achieved. Xo clacha n or strath 
was too poor to send a promising 
youth to college. These conditions did 
much in make the Scottish Universit- 
ies grca: national institutions, firmly 
rooted in the affections of every class 
and saved them from beconii/ig tho re. 
sort of a privilege, oligarchy. They 
made u III knowledge a common high, 
way. not a private path, the right and 
interest o.' a whole people not the pre. 
serve of favoured few.' ' 

Other alnij) were toward practical 
efflcency, „,| leaching capacity, while 
recently there has been a general 
movement to tutorial study, and re- 
search work by graduates. 

Like ail oilier schools of the old 
lands the universities of Scotland 
wore -bit terribly by the war. in tho 
book o.» the U jII of Honour of Edln- 
I'lir.-h university there are over 900 
Pictures of Edinburgh graduates ,< m i 
undoi-grii4uatt?s who fell. Sow another 
generation of students Ls coming up, 
"who stepped Into their heritage only 
yesterday, whose books are scarcely 
cold to their hands who still hear their 
rl. • hoinj! blown across the links." 
and to them, to the youth of Scot- 
land of to-day. Barrio spoke when 
he delivered his famous Hcctorial 
Address at St. Andrews' 

"Despite the Imperfections of your 
betlcrswc leave you a great Inherit- 
ance, for which others will one day 
call you to account. You conio of a 
race of men the very kind of whose 
name has swept to the ultimate 
seas. Remember— 'Heaven doth with 
us as we with torches do, 

Not light litem for themselves.' "

TO MACCABAEANS

ly Jewish." Tho speaker enumerated 
o. list of Reformed Jews who a 
spokesmen for Zionism — Miller, Wiso 
Silver Newman and a host of others 
Ther fi was, however un iiiiliul re 
action on the part of Reformed Jews 
against Zionism,. While Reformed 
Judaism has been won over to Zlon 
ism and while the Jews are now 
keen to see the cradle of the rao 
restored and eager to see I'lUestln 
.,. center oi a. new distinctly Jewisi 
culture yet. the rank and file look 
on Political Zionism its a depnrtur 
from the spirit of the age. Reform 
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Judaism considers llself as part of 
the spiril of tlie age. 

When Zionism was born it found 
Reform Judaism cold. The later tri- 
ed to clear the stage for an univer- 
sal religion. Such customs as the 
dietary laws, such Oriental habits as 
hat- wearing in the synagogne and the 
placing of women in the gallery were 
done away with. What was retained 
and stressed were the ethics, and 
ideas of universality of the prophets. 

Granting that much progress had 
been made through nationalism from 
the nineteeth century to the present 
when the nations, urging with ont 
another achieved many great things 
Rabbi Merrlt felt that it all had, also 
a narrowing effect. H made nations 
jealous of their nationalism. They 
could not tolerate aliens. Hence the 
.low was one of Uie first to suffer 
for he was looked nt as an outsider 
one who was different— nn alien. 
That was the beginning of an li- 
sent ItUm. The Jew renchéri with 
equal chauvinism for the answer was 
Zionism . 

The first object of Ztntsih was » 
characteristic ono. Hie speaker de- 
clared. It aimed at setting up the 
pardpharnclia ot a national machinery 
The Jew became as narrowly nation- 
ality as those around him. lie for- 
feited his Interim tlonalistlc charac- 
ter. Reform Judaism reacted against 
this. It looked on Zionism a s a child 
of iic.ssitn.iHin. Reformed Judaism on 
the other hand struck a note of opt- 
iriitsm. If looked on Zionism ns a 
reaction. That attitude of course has 
been outlived. 

The speaker a cored Maurice Sa mil - 
el'a book "You Gentiles" which he 
characterized as "a mine of ammu- 
nition for the null- sémites". He 
considered it one of the most vicious 
books written In the last ton 
years since brings out the Jew as 
being so different from the Gentile 
thai 1,e cannot, jlvo at peace with 
hhii, reaching the conclusion that 
Palestine is the only place for the 
Jew.

The entire subject w a s 
keenly discussed and Rabbi Merritt 
ioo* occasion to reply to all afgu- 
itvents brought up.
